Destination 
Imagination is an 
educational program 
where student teams 
in grades K through 
college solve open- 
ended Challenges and 
present their solutions 
at tournaments. In 
working to solve our 
Challenges, our teams 
learn important life skills 
like time management, 
collaboration, conflict 
resolution, and creative 
and critical thinking. 

Destination 
Imagination is composed 
of two competitions: 

1. Instant Challenges 
require teams to engage 
in quick, creative and 
critical thinking. At 
a tournament, a team 
will receive an Instant 
Challenge and the 
materials with which 
to solve it. The team 
members must think on 
their feet by applying 
appropriate skills to 
produce a solution in a 
period of just five to eight 
minutes. 

In a world with growing 
cultural connections, 
increased levels and types 
of communication, and 
a new need for real-time 
teamwork and problem 
solving, the ability to 
solve problems quickly 
is becoming increasingly 
critical. 

InstantChallenges 
are performance- 

based, task-based, or a 
combination of the two. 
Although each Instant 
Challenge has different 
requirements, all Instant 
Challenges reward 
teams for their teamwork 
and the creativity of 
their solutions. Instant 
Challenges are kept 
confidential until the day 
of the Tournament. 

2. Team Challenges 
requires teams to choose 
1 of the following team 
categories: 

Technical - A problem 
that must be solved using 
skills that require lots of 


research, Scientific - A 
problem based on issues 
with science, Structural 
- A problem that must 
be solved by building, 
Fine Arts - A problem 
that must utilize the Arts, 
Improvisational - A 
problem where students 
must act out a skit with 
parameters, and Service 
Learning - where a 
community problem is 
solved.

Imagination” competed 
in State competition on 
Saturday, March 8, 2014 
at Nagel Middle School 
in Cincinnati, Ohio. 
The team consists of 
seniors: Will Bowling, 
Olivia Bryant, and Kari 
Baker and sophomores: 
Axl Bryant, Frankie Jo 
Baldwin, Cindy Lewis, 
and Matthew Nuttle and 
are coached by Mrs. 
Melinda Herald and Mr. 
Glenn Baker. After a long 
day of watching other 
teams compete, the time 
arrived for our team to 
perform. For this years’ 
team challenge, Infinite 
Imagination chose 
the Improvisational 
Challenge. There were 
18 Teams (Elementary, 
Middle, and High School) 
that did this challenge 
and preparation for the 
challenge had students 
researching 8 characters 
from the past. Our team 
chose the following to 
research: 

Ventriloquist (1848- 
1899), Shaman (1600- 
1699), Philosopher (200- 
322), Mobster (1900- 
1928), Pharaoh (3200 
BCE - 199), Mother 
(1929-1979), Samurai 
(1100-1368), and Sailor 
(1369-1599) 

We also had to learn 
about the following stage 
makeup styles: 

1. Animal 

2. Fantasy 

3. Monster 

4. Kabuki 


5. Doll 

6. Clown 

A contemporary 
character and a 
pandemonium (problem) 
was also chosen at 
random. 

Combining these four 
pieces of the puzzle, 
our students had to 
perform a skit using 
Clown makeup on one 
character, a philosopher 
from the past, a human 
resource officer from 
today, and the problem 
of a new building having 
no sewer system. 

What a great 
performance!!! Here are 
some of the comments 
that the judges wrote:

To The Citizens of Owsley County - 

Four years ago, I asked you, the citizens of Owsley County to support and elect me as your Judge Executive. And you did! I promised you then that I would work hard 
to try to improve our county and I have and continue to do just that. I had big plans when I ran for office four years ago, but soon realized that the laws of local government 
do not always allow you to see these plans through. My main goal was (and still is) to bring industry and jobs to our people and I continue to pursue every possible option. 
After taking office in 2011,1 realized that available funds to run the county were extremely low. I had to beg and borrow to make payroll for county employees the first several 
months. I learned quickly how to budget and prioritize. 

When I took office, I inherited the partially completed Civic Center, started by the previous administration. I have called and met with the state grant commissioner 
many, many times during the past four years trying to determine the best way to proceed. While the commissioner and his staff have been on site several times and while we 
have applied for grant after grant, thus far all have been denied. However, we will continue to look for and apply for funding to complete this project. 

During the past four years coal severance money, that has been a big part of county funding, has become almost non-existent. I have worked closely with the offices of 
Congressman Hal Rogers and Senator Mitch McConnell, as well as Senate President Robert Stivers and Representative Marie Rader to find alternative means to fund our 
projects. I have attended every state conference to keep abreast of opportunities for Owsley County. I also continue to work closely with the Kentucky State Department of 
Transportation to ensure that the Highway 30 Project from London comes to Booneville. Presently, the state is in the process of buying rights-of-ways in Owsley County. A 
better highway system is essential to bring any type of industry and jobs to our county. 

For the past two years, county and city officials have been advertising the Lone Oak Industrial Park, nationwide. We have spent thousands of dollars to try to entice 
companies to come to Owsley County and bring industry to the empty industrial park buildings. We continue to work closely with the Cabinet for Economic Development and 
hope that we will eventually be successful. 

During my term in office, I have worked with our local school officials and state transportation officials to get a stop light for our school intersection. The light is now operational 
and will provide better traffic control and a safer environment for our schools and community. 

For security purposes, I have had video camera equipment installed in and around the courthouse and around all county property, thus protecting county investments. 
This spring we will install cameras around the Owsley County Little League baseball field at the Owsley County Park, insuring the safety and security of our youth and their 
families. 

Since our county was voted “’wet'”, I have made it a priority to learn all that I can about the laws governing the sale of alcoholic beverages. I have traveled to Frankfort 
many times in the past year to meet with the state ABC (Alcohol Beverage Control) officials to ensure that all holders of alcohol licenses meet all requirements and follow all 
state and local laws. 

Recently, I have been elected to one of five state Red Cross boards in Kentucky. I feel certain that in this position, I will be able to better serve the citizens of Owsley 
County during emergency situations. 

At this time, I would like to send a big thank you to our state and county highway departments. They have done an excellent job in keeping our roads clear during one 
of the worst winters in recent history. I could not ask for a better group of individuals to maintain our county roads. I was fortunate to keep these employees from the previous 
administration and they continue to do a great job for our county. This time of year is the worst for road maintenance and we are working overtime to replace and repair the 
damages done by the constant freeze and thaw. Please be patient with us as we try to get to all roads as soon as possible. Also, when someone in our community passes away, 
we make it a priority to call the funeral home to ensure that the road to the appropriate cemetery is graded and graveled before the funeral. If you or your family has a need of 
this nature, please let me know. 

I have been to the Kentucky Department of Transportation offices in Frankfort and Jackson and to Senator Stivers’s office in Frankfort numerous times over the past 
few years to obtain funding to build a new low water bridge at the mouth of Wolfe Creek. At this time, I am seeking state and federal funds for this new bridge, and we hope to 
have it completed in the near future. For some time, the magistrates and I have also lobbied for the construction of guard rails from the water plant to Riverside Apartments, 
along the river. Currently, the state is accepting bids for these guard rails and we hope to have them completed this summer. 

There has been some concern about the highway repairs that were made on Old Highway 11. After excavations on the adjoining property, there was some breakage along the 
boundary of Old Highway 11. The property owner agreed to use his time and equipment to make necessary repairs to the highway free of charge, if the county would supply 
the steel. The magistrates and I agreed that this was the best and most economical way to repair the road and since no payment was needed, no bids were taken. Additional 
black top repairs will begin on this section of Old Highway 11 this spring. 

During the past four years, I have tried to maintain an “"open door” policy. I feel that your judge should always be available to hear your concerns and I will continue 
to do so. I have tried to conduct the office of Owsley County Judge Executive in a friendly, honest and effective manner. I have tried to address all issues of concerned citizens 
in a way that is fair to all parties involved, while still following the guidelines and laws that govern this office. In the coming weeks, I look forward to visiting with you to discuss 
your concerns for Owsley County. I hope that you will once again give me your support and your vote, as we continue to work for a better community for us all!
